Superintendent Mill Haug 
met with over 100 concerned 
Frederic residents for more than 


two hours Monday evening 


regarding the possible closing of 
Frederic Elementary at the end of 
the current school year. 

Haug began by saying that two 
factors are. affecting the 
Crawford AuSable School 


District (CASD) and together: 


they are painting a grim picture 
for the future. First, the entire 


district is facing a steady decline: 


in the student * population. 
Second, the economy in general 
is in decline. Both of these fac- 
tors have a direct impact on the 
school budget. 


_ Since the passage of Proposal 


A; schools are no longer funded 
by local property taxes. The 
basic student grant, now worth 
$6,700 per pupil, comes from the 
state legislature. This grant. is 
funded by sales taxes and when 
the economy is in decline, fewer 
goods are bought and less sales 
tax is collected. The best sce- 
nario for next year is that the 
grant will stay at current levels. 
However, a cut in the grant is a 
distinct possibility. 

These factors have left the 
school district with a projected 
budget shortfall of nearly 
$700,000. 

Since it is illegal for schools to 
operate without a balanced bud- 
get, the CASD Board must find 


ways to trim 


supplies and equipment. The 
board plans to cut staff through 
retirements and resignations. It 
is seeking ways to make cuts that 
will have the smallest impact on 
student achievement.

closing, Haug said that based on 
the best information available 
she will recommend the transfer 
of Frederic Elementary students 
for at least one year, If the dis- 
trict looks like it will grow, then 
the students will be moved back.

More than 19,000 
caught unbuckled 


P Sheriff’s Office 
nets $5,000 grant 
to help pay for 
new equipment 


The Office of Highway Safety 
Planning (OHSP) reported more 
than 19,000 safety belt citations 
were written’ by Michigan law 
enforcement officers during the 
highly publicized “Click it or 
Ticket” campaign, November 25 
through December 8, 2002. 

During the two-week enforce- 
ment, 484 law enforcement 
agencies across the state made 


safety belt enforcement a priori- 


ty. The 365 agencies providing 
OHSP with data reported 18,872 
citations were for unbuckled 
adults and 475 citations were 
written for unbuckled children 
ages {5 and under. 

“The volume of citations writ- 
ten during this two-week 
enforcement period proves that 
law enforcement officers were 
serious about the zero tolerance 
approach,” said Betty J. Mercer, 
OHSP division director: “They 
realize we can’t increase safety 
~~ belt use rates by giving warn- 
ings. As belt rate usage goes up, 
deaths and injuries go down, and 
that’s the ultimate goal.” 

Overall, belt use in Michigan 
is 82.9 percent, based on a direct

Among former Governor John 
Engler’s last actions in office 
was the signing of several bills, 
two of which will have a direct 
effect on revenue and expenses 
for many Michigan counties. 

One bill, which became effec- 
tive January 1, raises the fee 
from $25 to $45 for drivers, sus- 
pended due to nonpayment of 
traffic tickets, to have their dri- 
ving privileges reinstated. 

’ The second bill, designed to 
be funded by the revenues of the 
first bill described, raises the 
minimum fee paid to jurors from 
$7.50 for a half-day’s service to 
$12.50, and from $15 to $25 for 
each full day’s service. 

The state Juror Compensation 
Fund will receive $15 of the 
increase from each fee collected 
as a result of the suspended dri- 
ver reinstatement bill, and the 
city or county covering the cost 
of the local court will receive $5, 
Locally, that is Crawford 
County. ' 

The new juror pay does not 
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take effect until October 1, leav- 
ing some time for counties to 
prepare for the change and for

State legislators passed the 


bills because juror compensation | 


had not been increased for many 
years and was far behind the rate 
of inflation. They found jurors 
whose employers did not pay 
them their regular salary or who 
were unemployed faced some 
financial hardship while serving. 
The raise is supposed to serve as 
an incentive to citizens to fulfill 
their civic duty by serving on a 
jury when called. 

Another way legislators and 
the Governor agreed to raise 
funds was to increase the fees 
paid by those requesting a jury 
trial in civil cases. As of January 
1, jury demand fees in circuit 
court cases rose from $60 to $85 
and in district court from $40 to 
‘$50.

A jury trial has been sched- 
uled to take place March 19-21 
in 46th Circuit Trial Court in the 
case of a former Grayling 
Middle School teacher who 
admitted to calling in a bomb 
threat early last year.

1 Top legislative issues for

Reinstate the “Single Business 
Tax” (SBT) Phase-Out. 

While Public Act 115 of 1999 
began the process of repealing the 
SBT by reducing the rate by 0.1 
percent per year starting January 
1, 1999, the .phase-out was 
stopped, in 2002 due to budget 
pressures, In the tax year ending 
2002, the SBT rate will be 1.9 
percent, and it is scheduled to end 
in 2010. However, without a con- 
tinued lowering of the rate, it is 
doubtful that lawmakers will 
allow a tax that could raise as 
much as $3 billion by 2010 to just 
cease to exist, Owens said. 
“Small business wants lawmakers

> Taxpayers will 
find new features, 
options and more 
services at irs.gov 


Michigan taxpayers will find 
new web site features, expand- 
ed free e-filing options and 
more helpful services as the 
Internal Revenue Service opens 
the 2003 tax filing season. 
Taxpayers also will see reduced 
tax rates, more deductions and 
fewer forms to file. 

Last week, nearly 1.4 million 
tax packages and 920,000 elec- 


tronic-filing brochures began. 


arriving in Michigan mailbox- 
es. The IRS estimates about 4.6 
million individual ‘returns will 
be filed in Michigan this year. 
The mailing of tax packages has 
traditionally kicked off the fil- 
ing season, but millions of tax- 
payers each year abandon paper 
retums in favor of going elec- 
tronic. . 

Taxpayers will be provided 
with more options than ever 
with expanded online assistance 
at irs.gov. Key changes being 
introduced for the 2003 tax fil- 
ing season include: 

¢ Taxpayers can check on the 
status of their refund by visiting 
the “Where’s My Refund” sec- 
tion on irs.gov. 

* For the first time, more than 
60 percent of all taxpayers will 
be able to prepare and electron- 
ically file tax returns for free on 
the Internet. The IRS Free File 
program, offered through pri- 


vate-sector partners, will be 


available beginning in mid- 
January through. irs.gov. 

“The IRS makes history this 
year with new electronic ser- 
vices for taxpayers. We want to 
make it easier than ever for tax- 
paycrs to get help, and iTs.gov 
does just that,” said IRS 
Michigan spokesperson, Sarah 
‘Wreford., _., People can use the 
their tax questions. They can 
use irs.gov to find options for 
free e-filing programs. . And 
taxpayers can use ‘the web site 
to determine whether. their 
refunds are on the way.” 

The irs.gov web site is avail- 
able 24 hours a day, seven days 
a week. The 2002 instructions 

‘for Form 1040, which many 
Michiganders received in the 
mail last week, contains a par- 
tial listing of helpful publica- 
tions that can be viewed on-line 
or ordered by calling 1-800- 
TAX-FORM. . The irs.gov web 
site also contains plain lan- 
guage explanations for many 
tax issues. Publication 17 
“Your Federal Income Tax,” 
also is a plain-language guide 
for individuals and can be 
viewed online. 

“The irs.gov web site already 
is one of the busiest in the 
world. We urge taxpayers to 
give it a try this year. They will

With just a little information, 
taxpayers can use irs.gov to 
track their refund — status.

problem. For those who do not 
use direct deposit, the “Where’s

“Taxpayers can 
answer the question that most 
concerns them: Where’s my 
refund?” Wreford said. “The 
feature will tell taxpayers if the 
check is on its way. It will tell 
them when the refund was 
deposited or mailed. And it will 
tell them if a mistake is being 
corrected.” 

In addition to “Where’s My 
Refund?” on irs.gov, there is

Superintendent Mill Haug 
met with over 100 concerned 
Frederic residents for more than

Frederic Elementary at the end of 
the current school year. 

Haug began by saying that two 
factors are. affecting the 
Crawford AuSable School 


District (CASD) and together: 


they are painting a grim picture 
for the future. First, the entire 


district is facing a steady decline: 


in the student * population. 
Second, the economy in general 
is in decline. Both of these fac- 
tors have a direct impact on the 
school budget. 


_ Since the passage of Proposal 


A; schools are no longer funded 
by local property taxes. The 
basic student grant, now worth 
$6,700 per pupil, comes from the 
state legislature. This grant. is 
funded by sales taxes and when 
the economy is in decline, fewer 
goods are bought and less sales 
tax is collected. The best sce- 
nario for next year is that the 
grant will stay at current levels. 
However, a cut in the grant is a 
distinct possibility. 

These factors have left the 
school district with a projected 
budget shortfall of nearly 
$700,000. 

Since it is illegal for schools to 
operate without a balanced bud- 
get, the CASD Board must find 


ways to trim 


supplies and equipment. The 
board plans to cut staff through 
retirements and resignations. It 
is seeking ways to make cuts that 
will have the smallest impact on 
student achievement. 

« When: 


closing, Haug said that based on 
the best information available 
she will recommend the transfer 
of Frederic Elementary students 
for at least one year, If the dis- 
trict looks like it will grow, then 
the students will be moved back.

More than 19,000 
caught unbuckled 


P Sheriff’s Office 
nets $5,000 grant 
to help pay for 
new equipment 


The Office of Highway Safety 
Planning (OHSP) reported more 
than 19,000 safety belt citations 
were written’ by Michigan law 
enforcement officers during the 
highly publicized “Click it or 
Ticket” campaign, November 25 
through December 8, 2002. 

During the two-week enforce- 
ment, 484 law enforcement 
agencies across the state made 


safety belt enforcement a priori- 


ty. The 365 agencies providing 
OHSP with data reported 18,872 
citations were for unbuckled 
adults and 475 citations were 
written for unbuckled children 
ages {5 and under. 

“The volume of citations writ- 
ten during this two-week 
enforcement period proves that 
law enforcement officers were 
serious about the zero tolerance 
approach,” said Betty J. Mercer, 
OHSP division director: “They 
realize we can’t increase safety 
~~ belt use rates by giving warn- 
ings. As belt rate usage goes up, 
deaths and injuries go down, and 
that’s the ultimate goal.” 

Overall, belt use in Michigan 
is 82.9 percent, based on a direct

Raise in juror pay 


may prove cosily

Among former Governor John 
Engler’s last actions in office 
was the signing of several bills, 
two of which will have a direct 
effect on revenue and expenses 
for many Michigan counties. 

One bill, which became effec- 
tive January 1, raises the fee 
from $25 to $45 for drivers, sus- 
pended due to nonpayment of 
traffic tickets, to have their dri- 
ving privileges reinstated. 

’ The second bill, designed to 
be funded by the revenues of the 
first bill described, raises the 
minimum fee paid to jurors from 
$7.50 for a half-day’s service to 
$12.50, and from $15 to $25 for 
each full day’s service. 

The state Juror Compensation 
Fund will receive $15 of the 
increase from each fee collected 
as a result of the suspended dri- 
ver reinstatement bill, and the 
city or county covering the cost 
of the local court will receive $5, 
Locally, that is Crawford 
County. '

The raise is supposed to serve as 
an incentive to citizens to fulfill 
their civic duty by serving on a 
jury when called. 

Another way legislators and 
the Governor agreed to raise 
funds was to increase the fees 
paid by those requesting a jury 
trial in civil cases. As of January 
1, jury demand fees in circuit 
court cases rose from $60 to $85 
and in district court from $40 to 
‘$50.

With a new governor and a 
newly elected Legislature, the 
2003 legislative session holds 
promise for Michigan’s small 
business community. * 

1 Top legislative issues for 
Michigan’s small business com- 
nianity include reform of out of 
control health care costs, contin- 
ued phase out of the Single 
Business Tax, repeal of the pre- 
vailing wage law, back fair com- 
petition in public works bidding, 
prevent inconsistent local living 
wage laws, and support of family 
friendly “comp time” legislation, 
-“The 2003-04 legislative ses- 
sion will hold many opportunities 
and challenges for. Main Street,” 
said Charles Owens, state director 
of the 23,000-member Michigan 
chapter of the National 
Federation of Independent 
Business (NFIB). “With the cur- 
rent budget shortfall taking center 
stage, small business has a vital 
tole in helping lawmakers under- 
stand that raising taxes and fees 
oh the economic powerhouse of 
this state will only exacerbate the 
situation.” 


, Owens listed several highlights 


of the small-business legislative 
agenda for the 2003 session:

“Most of the 
flxes for health care problems 
reside at the federal level where 
FIB is supporting the rights of 
small business to band together 
across state lines and form pur- 
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chasing groups, limit runaway 
malpractice claims and strength- 
en medical IRAs,” Owens said. 
“Unfortunately, some,in the state 
Legisiaiure aid the 
Commissioner of Insurance 
Office could make matters much 
worse at the state level with more 
coverage mandates and new laws 
that make Blue Cross/Blue Shield 
the only game in town for small 
group coverage.” 

Reinstate the “Single Business 
Tax” (SBT) Phase-Out. 

While Public Act 115 of 1999 
began the process of repealing the 
SBT by reducing the rate by 0.1 
percent per year starting January 
1, 1999, the .phase-out was 
stopped, in 2002 due to budget 
pressures, In the tax year ending 
2002, the SBT rate will be 1.9 
percent, and it is scheduled to end 
in 2010. However, without a con- 
tinued lowering of the rate, it is 
doubtful that lawmakers will 
allow a tax that could raise as 
much as $3 billion by 2010 to just 
cease to exist, Owens said. 
“Small business wants lawmakers 
to hear Joud and clear that they 
will not support 2 replacement tax 
or other measures that would shift 
the statefs business tax burden 
unfairly onto their shoulders,” he

Oppose raising and indexing 
the minimum wage and unem- 
ployment benefits.

Both federal and state labor 
laws require employers to pay 
employees overtime pay at a rate 
of 1.5 times their base hourly 
wage if they work more than 40 
hours in a work week. Some have 


proposed that Michigan workers ~ 


would benefit from changes in 
labor laws that would allow the. 
option of taking compensatory 
time instead of overtime pay. For 
example, rather than accept over- 
time pay, an employee could opt 
for time off at a rate of 1.5 hours 


per hour worked of overtime, 


Owens explained.

¢ Support personal property tax 


exemption on the first $100,000 
of business personal property 

* Require “Supermajority” vote 
by the Legislature for any state 
increases. 

* Seek clarification on workers’ 
compensation fraud and disability 
related issues.

He believed as 
early as 1952 that America was a 
nation with a divine purpose founded 
by a divine plan to be “the last best 
hope of man on earth.” 

When Reagan was sworn in as 
President his left hand was resting on 
his mother’s Bible. He had the God's 
Word opened to 2 Chronicles 7:14: : 
“If my people, which are called by 
my name, shall humble themselves, 
and pray, and seek my face, and turn 
from their wicked ways; then will I 
hear from heaven, and will forgive 
their sin, and will heal their Jand.” 
Reagan said back in 1964 that “The 
ultimate determinant in the struggle 
now going on for the world will not 
be bombs and rockets, but a test of 
wills and ideas, a trial of -spiritual 
resolve.” As Reagan said in 1974,

Reagan 
believed communism had to be 
defeated as the great false God of the 
twentieth century, Reagan believed 
religion would tum out to be the 
Soviets, Achilles’ heel.

IRS web site a eg for 2002 filings 


> Taxpayers will 
find new features, 
options and more 
services at irs.gov 


Michigan taxpayers will find 
new web site features, expand- 
ed free e-filing options and 
more helpful services as the 
Internal Revenue Service opens 
the 2003 tax filing season. 
Taxpayers also will see reduced 
tax rates, more deductions and 
fewer forms to file. 

Last week, nearly 1.4 million 
tax packages and 920,000 elec- 


tronic-filing brochures began. 


arriving in Michigan mailbox- 
es. The IRS estimates about 4.6 
million individual ‘returns will 
be filed in Michigan this year. 
The mailing of tax packages has 
traditionally kicked off the fil- 
ing season, but millions of tax- 
payers each year abandon paper 
retums in favor of going elec- 
tronic. . 

Taxpayers will be provided 
with more options than ever 
with expanded online assistance 
at irs.gov. Key changes being 
introduced for the 2003 tax fil- 
ing season include: 

¢ Taxpayers can check on the 
status of their refund by visiting 
the “Where’s My Refund” sec- 
tion on irs.gov. 

* For the first time, more than 
60 percent of all taxpayers will 
be able to prepare and electron- 
ically file tax returns for free on 
the Internet. The IRS Free File 
program, offered through pri- 


vate-sector partners, will be 


available beginning in mid- 
January through. irs.gov. 

“The IRS makes history this 
year with new electronic ser- 
vices for taxpayers. We want to 
make it easier than ever for tax- 
paycrs to get help, and iTs.gov 
does just that,” said IRS 
Michigan spokesperson, Sarah 
‘Wreford., _., People can use the 
their tax questions. They can 
use irs.gov to find options for 
free e-filing programs. . And 
taxpayers can use ‘the web site 
to determine whether. their 
refunds are on the way.” 

The irs.gov web site is avail- 
able 24 hours a day, seven days 
a week. The 2002 instructions 

‘for Form 1040, which many 
Michiganders received in the 
mail last week, contains a par- 
tial listing of helpful publica- 
tions that can be viewed on-line 
or ordered by calling 1-800- 
TAX-FORM. . The irs.gov web 
site also contains plain lan- 
guage explanations for many 
tax issues. Publication 17 
“Your Federal Income Tax,” 
also is a plain-language guide 
for individuals and can be 
viewed online. 

“The irs.gov web site already 
is one of the busiest in the 
world. We urge taxpayers to 
give it a try this year. They will 
find it helpful and easy to use,” 


Wreford said. “We're trying to. 


provide taxpayers with as many 
options as possible to get help 
when they need it and irs.gov is

the home page. Taxpayers can 
easily check the status of their 
refunds by using a little infor- 
mation found on their tax 
return: | 

* Taxpayer’s name (on a joint 
return, the first listed); 

* Social Security Number (on 
a joint return, the first listed); 

¢ Filing status (single, head of 
household, married filing joint- 
ly, married filing separately, or 
qualifying widow(er) with 
dependent child), 

* Refund amount claimed. 

With just a little information, 
taxpayers can use irs.gov to 
track their refund — status. 
“Where’s My Refund?” also 


. can tell taxpayers if the IRS has 


received their tax return. It can 


_let them know if there is:a prob- 


lem and: how ‘to resolve the 
problem. For those who do not 
use direct deposit, the “Where’s 


_ My Refund?” feature can also 


tell taxpayers if the IRS was 


unable’ to deliver their refund 


through the mail. 

“Taxpayers can 
answer the question that most 
concerns them: Where’s my 
refund?” Wreford said. “The 
feature will tell taxpayers if the 
check is on its way. It will tell 
them when the refund was 
deposited or mailed. And it will 
tell them if a mistake is being 
corrected.” 

In addition to “Where’s My 
Refund?” on irs.gov, there is 
also a toll-free refund hotline at 
1-800-829-1954, Taxpayers 
will need the same information 
as for the web site to find out 
the status of their refund. 

In another landmark step, an 
agreement between the IRS and 
a consortium of participating 
tax software companies will 
allow more than 60 percent of 
Americans +to.; bé.aligihle for 
free tax preparation and elec- 
tronic filing. More information 
on who will qualify for Free 
File will be announced later this 
month. The program, which 
will be featured on the front 
page of irs.gov, promises new 
avenues to easy electronic filing 
for millions of Americans, — 

IRS e-file already receives 


‘raves. The American Customer 


Satisfaction Index survey of 
electronic filers found a satis- 
faction score of 78 out of 100. 
That’s a better score than many 
private companies receive and 


one of the highest in the federal 


government.

* Schedule B. Most taxpayers 
won't have to file a separate 
Schedule B unless either their 
interest or dividend income 


exceeds $1,500. The change 
means 15 million taxpayers will 


have one less form to fill out. 
Previously, taxpayers had to 
complete a Schedule .B if they 
have more than $400 in either 
taxable interest or dividends. 

* Tax deduction for teachers. 
Educators may deduct up to 
$250 in out-of-pocket expenses 


they paid for classroom sup- 


plies. 
' @ More working families may 
qualify for the Earned Income 
Credit as a new law excludes 
nontaxable income such as sup- 
plemental military pay for 
housing or combat from the 
credit computation. 

* Deduction for tuition and 
fees, Taxpayers may be able to 


deduct up to $3,000 of qualified 


tuition and fees paid in 2002 for 
higher education for them- 
selves, their spouses or depen- 
dents. 

* Retirement Savings Credit. 
Taxpayers who meet certain 
income guidelines may be able 
to take a credit of up to.$],000
